R.-G. Dun & Co.'s Weekly Review of 
Trade gives the.foregslng summary of 
the industrial situation.

Pressure In the Iron and steel industry 
has been 'somewhat alleviated by larger 
receipts of coke nnd liberal Imports of pig 
iron, yet the outlook Is by no means de- 
void of unfavorable features'. No fuel 
famine exists, although.tbe furnaces are 
consuming receipts of coko rb they ar- 
rive, and It Is impossible to provide. for 
more than Immediate needs. Some Idle 
plants have resumed nnd now operato 
from day to day with the constant men- 
ace of an interrupted movement of fuel, 
which would suspend operations. At the 
West this factor Is most serious, coke 
commanding $10 n ton or more, while In 
exceptional cases $13 has been paid, Ow- 
ing to the numerous Influences now In 
evidence there is less disposition to place 
largo contracts for distant delivery- of 
pig Iron and sales nre chiefly of small 
lots. Foreign Iron Is freely received, and 
other consignments nre under considera- 
tion. More steel rnll orders have been 
placed abroad. Needs for structural 
shapes arc increasing, much work being 
held bnck by slow shipments, and orders 
are reported for delivery nearly two 
years hence. In nn effort to provide ode* 
quato transportation facilities the rail- 
ways aro'purcbttBlng llherally of rolling 
stock and other equipment, nnd great im- 
provements In terminal methods arc plan- 
ned. 
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Western railroad lines 
continue burdened with 
business. A cur shortage In 
tlwEast is predicted for ten days hence, 
and an early settlement of tho nnthrncite 
striko would probably bring this on quick- 
ly. Full resumption of work nt the mines 
would mean an Immediate demand for 
enrs, and ns it Ib doubtful if the coal 
roads have a largo enough equipment for 
such a demand, It is, feared thut cars 
available for grain and other freight 
might bo Impressed Into coal carrying ser- 
vice, nnd thus tho settlement of the coal 
strike, tho best thing that could happen, 
would be an additional handicap to traf- 
fic, iu Its immediate effect 

Tho grain markets havo been. active 
and higher, helped by- the growing senti- 
ment In fnvor of whent nnd tho develop- 
ment of a "squeeze" la September wheat 
Depressing news comes from abroad 
where tho Russian official report makes 
the crop of that country as ^larga an tho 
record. There is already a little. of un- 
favorable news from the Eastern markets 
regarding Manitoba whent, and while It 
Is enrly yet for competition' from this 
suurco, there will probably bo much of It 
soon after the Canadian crop movement 
gets fairly under way. 

In the Northwest there Is an outlook 
folly ns favorabloas nt this tlmo last 
week, nnd ilia volume of trndo In the job- 
bing and manufacturing lines holds up 
well. After several weeks of niodcrnto 
showings caused by the delayed grain 
movement, Minneapolis is getting back 
Into normal fall conditions and for tbo 
week had tho heaviest bank clearings so 
far this fall, gaining J6.3 per cent over 
lost year, with a total of $17,210,735.

Operators Refrtse to Arbitrate wlik 
Men, Imt Dent nnd Troops to Restore 
Peace— Two Stormy Conference* Held 
nt White Uoate In Washlntctaa— 'Tha 
Miners Offer Peace Plan and Are Con- 
deuuicd— Both Sides Talk Right Out 
in MectlnE. 

Absolute and complete fallura to settle 
the great anthracite coal strike met tho 
efforts of President Boose vc it Friday, 
and when two stormy conferences, held 
at' 'tho "White House in Washington 
were concluded the solution of the labor 
fight seemed further off than ever, 

President Mitchell, representing the 
striking miners! offered to submit- the en- 
tiro question to n board of arbitrators 
appointed by tlio President, who was ask- 
ed to be a member oE the board, and to 
abide byits decision, even if every point 
should be decided against the miners. 

The coal presidents summarily and 
with some bitterness rejected the proffer 
of pence, demanded of tlio President that 
he suppress anarchy In the. coal regions, 
and declared they never would treat with 
Mitchell. . 

Summary at the Conference. 

Tho rock upon which the conference 
split was recognition of the miners' 
union. The President urged the contend- 
ing parties to Cease strife in the Interests 
of the public welfare. The miners, 
through" tho president of their union, ex- 
pressed a willingness- to submit differ- 
ences to arbitration uf a tribunal to be 
named by the President mid to enter into 
an agreement to abide by terms fixed by 
the arbitration for a period of from one 
to five years; and the .employees, through 
tho presidents of the railroad nnd eo;d 
companies and n leading independent* 
mine operator, squarely refused arbitra- 
tion, denounced the miners' labor organ- 
ization as a lawless and anarchistic body 
with which they could nnd would havo 
no dealings, demanded federal troops to 
lasuro complete protection to workers and 
their families in the mining, region and 
court proceedings against the miners' 
union, aud offered, if the men returned 
to work, to' submit grievances at Indi- 
vidual collieries to the decision of the 
judges of the Court of Common Pious for 
tho district, of Pennsylvania, in which 
tho colliery, was located, 

Tlie" President naked Mr. Mitchell IE he 
would agree to submit tho questions to 
these courts, and he said "No," 
Forcible Lnnjgnacc Used.. 

The iinnl session was a stormy ono. 
President Boosevclt did not look with 
favor upon the attitude of the coal presi- 
dents and did not hesitate to oay bo In 
tho forceful manner so characteristic of 
him. President Mitchell resented the 
attacks upon the men he represented, nnd 
tbocoalpreBidcntsthcu elaborated and 
re-enforced the charges made In their 
statement. 

"Every one spoke right out In meet- 
ing/' snld one of the officials,' "and It re- 
minded me of the Senate chamber during 
a bitter debate. '. Every one was so much 
In earnest be did not realize bow vigorous 
was the language' used." 

From the time/tho afternoon confer- 
ence opened until shortly after 5 o'clock 
this boated argument continued. At tho 
beginning tho labor representatives and 
tho President were iu a conciliatory 
mood, but the conl presidents evidently 
did not Intend to yield an Inch, nnd throw 
down the gauntlet by making a scathing 
attack on the miners. 

Mr. Mitchell made a most faTOrabte 
Impression, He was cool, cnlm, self-con- 
tained, and, during the insiiiuiitiona mads 
against him by tlio coal presidents, he 
was earnest aud forceful. In the. presenta- 
tion of ;the miners' side of the <matru- 
ycrsy and resented with' dignity the at- 
tacks made upon him. Ho was tho 
spokesman for the miners, and his three 
colleagues, who were present by courtosy, 
did not open their lips. 
i The coal presidents were excited, orcn 
after the conference adjourned, When 
they: arrived they were smiling and con- 
fident, but upon leaving, their faces wero 
Hushed and .their HI humor wns apparent 
On leaving the mansion, they passed 
through, a lane, of humanity, plentifully 
sprinkled with newspaper men, who fired 
a volley of questions nt them. They de- 
clined to answer, and would' not Indicate 
If any co nclusion bad been reac hed.

It was decided at a conference of cabi- 
net members and Gov, Crane with the 
President tliat President Roosevelt will 
take a band In settling tho coal strike. 
According to a Washington dispatch, tho 
agreement was reached that tho coal 
strike Is a national calamity!' ruining the 
country's business nnd seriously affecting 
every home In the lnad, and It must be 
stopped. It is Bald the first attempt will 
bo m ado along tho lines of moral suasion. 
Even If the interested parties hesitate 
about accepting a reitsonablo compromise 
It is believed tho presentation of a propo- 
sition by President Itoosovelt will bring 
tho controversy to a direct Issue, nnd pub- 
lic opinion will be so strong ia favor of 
its adoption that both the .miners and 
mine owners will be forced to mako con- 
cessions aud end a situation which has 
become Intolerable. 

If moral Influence Is not successful then 
tho President will resort to legal means 
and every law upon the statute books 
which has any; bearing on the situation 
will be Invoked "for the purpose of bring- 
ing about a resumption of work . In l bo 
mines and giving relief* to tho people. Just 
what the powers of tho, federal govern- 
ment in tho promises are will necessitate 
a thorough search of the statutes to de- 
termine and Instructions have been given 
by the President to tho Attorney General 
to prepare- to make a ; winning fight 
^ against tha coal companies. 

It may be necessary to call an: tirtra 
session of Congress. An extraordinary 
session of Congress will be called if there. 
Is no other means to reach the trouble. 
Attorney- General Knox, who will devote 
his ,tlmo to this Important question to 
tho exclusion of everything else, Is of the 
opinjon that laws already exist which can 
bo utilized In forcing a cessation of tho 
strike If moral influences do not prevail.

Blsr Coal Kullrontls Must Els b,t De- 
termined Action, 

Several Boston men, seeking public re-', 
lief lu" the courts from the conl shortage 
and high prices, have filed in the State 
Supremo Court a bill In equity asking 
for a receiver for coal producing railroads 
and companies operating in Pennsylva- 
nia.

ContHbu tlons of Employes "Were Vol- 
untary—Thorough Investigation . 
of Immorality Charges. 



At tbe head of tfaia column may bo found 
'the' State and County Republican ticket to 
be -voted for at the coming November elec- 
tion. The announcement in the papers of 
the different independent candidates for 
the offices of Member of the Legislature, 
for Treasurer and Sheriff, should receive no 
consideration at tbe hands of tbe republi- 
can voters of Lake county.

The report of the State Board, of 
Charities on' the Kankakee ; Insane 
Aeyhim as a political Incident may 
be considered closed. Prompted ;and 
Instigated by a spirit of revenge "on 
the part of a discharged .employe, ; In 
the minds of a conservative people 
there was never much Importance at- 
tached to it. Certain Chicago papers, 
however, always looking for tbe slight- 
est opportunity to nttack and -criticise 
a Republican state administration and 
a Republican management of the' state 
Institutions took advantage .of .the 
charges preferred to create," In sonic 
circles at least, a wrong Impression in 
regard -nut ouly to the seriousness of 
the charges, but ns to the. truthfulness 
of' the same. Where a question of 
veracity arises between the Chicago 
newspapers and a reputable body of 
citizens such as constitute the State 
Board of Charities, intelligent people 
of the state will have no ''difficulty. In 
deciding which Is entitled to the great- 
est credit. 

The report of the State Board of 
Charities on the investigation was 
given to Governor Yates, and by him 
immediately made public. The report 
Is a massive document containing over 
9,000 words. Every charge made at 
the time of the inquiry is taken up 
and a review of tbo evidence on each 
particular point is given. The evidence 
of each witness Is recited substantially 
in full, and tbe conclusion of the 
board drawn from this' testimony. The 
action of the hoard was unanimous — 
the conclusions arrived at being agreed 
to by the whole board, 

Cruelty Charge* Not Upheld, 
Every witness who wns supposed to 
have auy knowledge of the condition of 
the various wards of the Institution 
was closely questioned ns to any acts 
of cruelty to patients, and every one 
of them test I lied on outh that they 
hud never seen any such "acts. The 
tjuallty and quantity of food furnished 
to inmates was also made a special 
feature of -the rnqulry and every wit- 
ness who was called on to testify con- 
cerning the food stated that the quantity 
was sufllcleut ami the quality good, the 
snmc quality of food tbnt. is furnished 
the Inmates and cooked at the same time 
being furnished to employes. The 
board, therefore, reiterates what it 
said In the. preliminary report, to Act- 
ing Governor Xorthcott, namely: ■ that 
there nre no cruelties. whatsoever prac- 
ticed upon the Inmates of the hospital. 
that the food furnished them is'of good 
quality ond.Btilllciciit in" quantity, and 
that they are under the en re of com- 
petent, intelligent and humane nurses. 
During the progress of the Investiga- 
tion It developed by a statement made 
by Dr. Corbus, the superintendent, that 
political contributions were made by 
the employes of tbe institution. This 
statement caused. a great furor. In the 
Chicago papers and the extent and 
character of these contributions was 
largely exaggerated.. The Stnte Board 
•of Charities investigated this matter 
nnd reached the following conclusion:

"While itappears that funds were 
collected from employes for political

Tho report of the state board'of 
cbarlticB"on the Knnkokce insane nsyi 
lum as a political' incident, maybe con- 
sidered closed, Prompted .and, 'Insti- 
gated by n'sptrlfof revenge on the port 
of a discharged employe, in the minds 
of.' a. conservative people ..there': was 
never much importance attached to It, 
Certain Chicago papers, however", al- 
ways looking for the slightest oppor- 
tunity to attack and criticize a repub- 
lican state administration' and n re- 
publican management of the slate in- 
stitutions, took -.advantage of, Hie 
charges preferred to create, in son™ 
circles at least, n wrong impression in 
regard not only to Hie seriousness of 
the charges', but as to the truthfulness 
of the same. Whore a quest on of verac- 
ity arises -between 'tho Chicago sen- 
sational, newspapers and n reputable 
body of citizens such as constitute the 
atute board of chart ties, intelligent 
people of the state wlfl linv'e no diffi- 
culty in deciding ns to whlcli is enti- 
tled to the greatest credit. 

The report of (he state board of ehnr- 
itJcs on the investigation wns given 
to Gov. Yates, and by'Jitm immediately 
made public. The report was a mas- 
sive document, containing over 9,000 
words. Every clmrge .nmde at the time 
of the inquiry is token up, and a re- 
view of the evidence on each particu- 
lar point Is given. The evidence of each 
witness is recited substantially 'in full, 
and the conclusions of the board 
drawn frdm this testimony. The ac- 
tion of the board waa unanimous— tho 
conclusions arrived jit being agreed to 
by the whole board. 

C roe 1*)- ClmrtroM Hot I7]ilie-]rt. 

Every witness who wn» supposed tit 
have any knowledge of the condition 
of the various wards of the institution 
was closely questioned as to nnyacts 
of cruelty to patients, nnd every one 
of the in testified oh oath that they 
■had never seen nnymich acts. Tlicqunl- 
ity nnd quantity of food furnished to 
inmates was alsn made n special fea- 
ture of the inquiry, and every wilncsH 
who was called upon to testify concern- 
ing the food stated that the quantity. 
%vns sufficient and the quality was good, 
the same quality of food that is fur- 
nished the Inmates and cooked at flie 
snme time being furnished to em- 
ployes. Tlie board, thcrelorc, reiter- 
ates what Is said in I be preliminary re- 
port to ncting Gov. Northcott, namely, 
that there arc no cruelties whatsoever 
practiced upon the inmntes of the hos- 
pital, that the food furnished them is 
of good quality nnd sufficient in. quan- 
tity, and that they arc under the care 
of competent^ intelligent mid humane 
nurses. 

During the progress of the investi- 
gation it developed by a statement 
made by Doctor Corbus, the superln- 
tendent, that political contributions 
were made by the employes of the in- 
stitution. This statement caused n 
great furor in the ChieagD papers, and 
the extent and chnrncter of these con- 
tributions was largely exaggerated. 
The state board of charities investi- 
gated this matter, and reached tlie fol- 
lowing conclusion: 

C-rti>(Hl>iitloim Were Viiluiilnrr. 

"While It "appears that- funds were 
collected from employes for. political 
purposes, tlicre is no evidence that any 
employe wns ever required to contrib- 
ute, or that he was discharged for.f all- 
ure to do so, Severn 1 of the employes 
examined, some of whom have been ab 
the hospital for years, testified that 
they had never been called upon' to. 
contribute, and have not done so. It 
Is certain that no pnrt of nny employe's 
pay is withheld, for under the regula- 
tions of this board each employe is 
paid by check the full amount due him, 
and the check srf issued Is delivered to 
him. A comparison of the pay-rolls 
with these checks, canceled and re- 
turned through tho banks, properly in- 
dorsed, can be made at any time. There 
is no question but that the extent of 
these contributions lum been grossly 
exaggerated, ns well as the effect such 
practice haeupon the care and manage- 
ment of the hospital. Not one dollar 
is given that could or would have gono 
to care for tlie Insane or helpless wards 
of the state, 

Your board has no desire to interfere 
'many way with the privilege which ev- 
ery citizen line of contributing money 
for the purpose of promoting the In- 
terests of the political party to which 
bo belongs, It Is of tlie opinion, how- 
ever, that, the superintendent should 
hot permit the collection of funds for 
political purposes from omployes. 
Where such action may be construed 
by lh cm as a requirement to give, con- 
trary to their own free, inclinations 
and desires,"

"With reference to the conceiving 
and giving birth to. two illegitimate 
children by two patients in the Insti- 
tution,, your board finds that the care 
and cure of convalescent, improved and 
trusted patients- Tequlre more "or less 
freedom and parole. One of the pa- 
tients referred to bad been In a parole 
word far. two years, and wnB-subse- 
qucntlyiempioyed for.H months at the 
superintendent's residence. She had 
given birth to. nn IllegiUmutc child be- 
fore lier admission to the hospital, and - 
Br. Corbus, realizing the danger, be- 
sought her sister, in December, JSOD, 
to take her away, her mental condition 
no longer requiring her. detention at 
the hospital. The sister, for "the en me 
reason, wanted her kept there.' The 
fallh and reliance 'put in the woman 
by Miss- Bates on -this one evening in 
particular in permitting her to go to 
the dance unattended afforded the op- 
portunity which brought such evil re- 
sults. The woman wns properly at- 
tended upon her return from the 
dance. 

"The superintendent Instructed the 
other woman, and had ordered her 
more closely confined. How or through 
whose fault the opporlunty came to 
her to hold sexual Intercourse with 
anyone could not be determined. The 
management made prompt investiga- 
tion lo locate the responsibility in both 
cases, with the results hereinbefore 
mentioned.*' 

The board took tip, Investigated and 
disposed of a number of minor charges 
made by the Chicago papers; and in 
no instance found these charges to 
be sustained by the evidence. The 
report of the board throughout Is a 
clenreut statement of the evidence, to- 
gether with the logical conclusions 
drawn therefrom, nnd Its full rending 
would conrlnce nny reasonable^ per- 
son that this Kankakceaffalr has been 
very much exaggerated, nnd the peo- 
ple of tlie stale unnecessarily alarmed, 

'Gov. Yijrtrn <i n Political Levlee. 

Concurrent with- this ( report, Gov, 
Yates issued an order to the heads of 
the state Institutions and departments, 
the full text of which la herewith 
given: 

"To Heads of Institutions and De- 
partments: 

"Charges have been recently made 
that state employes are being subject 
lo levy of assessments or compulsory 
contributions' for political purposes in 
various state institutions and deparf- 
ments. It bns been further charged 
that ali such employes are subjected 
to such assessments, even to the minor' 
employes', including scrubwomen. The 
further charge Is mode Hint all such 
employee are subjected to dismissal 
from their positions for failure to 
make such contributions. 

"I linvc made Investigation Into this 
matter, So fnr as this administration 
Is concerned, from all the information 
nt my command, and I find (bat in no 
institution or department has any 
woman ever been nsked or allowed to 
contribute. I further find that in no 
Institution or department lias there 
been any such collection or Invitation 
lo contribute as may be construed Into 
a requirement, 

FInd*"Coiil:rllmlloa« Wcrc-Alloivcd." 

"I do find, however, that In some in- 
stitutions contributions for political 
purposes have been allowed, In the case 
of male employe* above the grade of 
attendant or nurse,. 

"The state board of charities, In a 
Teportof their investigation of charges 
against the, Illinois eastern hospital 
for the insane at'Kanknkce, uses the 
following language: 

" 'While it appears that funds were 
collected from employes for. political 
purposes, there is no evidence that 
any employe was ever required to con- 
tribute, or. that he was discharged 
for failure to do so. Several of the em- 
ployes examined, some of whom have 
been at'the hospital for years, testi- 
fied that they bad never been called 
upon to contribute and have not done 
so, It is certain that no part of any 
employes pay 1.9 withheld, for under 
the regulations of this board -each em- 
ploye Is paid by check the full amount 
due him, and the check so Issued is de- 
livered to him. A comparison of the 
pny rolls with these checks canceled 
and returned through. the banks-, prop- 
erly Indorsed, can be made a tony time. 
ISxn intern Hon Ih Clmru-ed. 

"There is no question but that the 
extent of these contriButlons has been 
grossly exaggerated, as well as the ef- 
fect such practice Iior upon the care 
and management o'f the hospital, Not 
one dollar Is given that could or would 
linvc gono to card for tho insane or 
liclpless .wardH of the state. 

"Your board 1ms no desire to. inter- 
fere' In any way with, the privilege 
which every el tlzcnbnsof contributing 
money for" the. purpose of- .-.promoting 
tho interests of the political party to 
which lie belongs. It Is of the opinion, 
however, that . the superintendent 
should n°t permit' the collection ,■ of

Detroit TJueineea Men Decide to Call a 
National' Convention.

Btato and ten- from each city. The graT- 
Ity of the situation was apparently fully 
realized by^ those in authority. -

•yen should tho -strike bo settled, comes 
the announcement from tho coal trust 
tends In New York that tbo prices most 
return to the regular October rates ai

The announcement Is considered by 
some as on Indication that an early' Bet- 
tlement of tho strike Is expected. The 
men who causcd'tbo statement to go out 
are in a position to gain Inside Informa- 
tion concerning tho strike. For this rea- 
son agents figure that tho assurance of 
return to regular prices Is a forerunner of 
tho novva that tbo mines are again In op-
